numerous, Textual criticlsm of 
manuscripts is a fine art. When 
the words were not divided, it was 
casy to make all Iclnds of mistakes, 
like those. which in’ Engilsh have 
altered some foamillar words. Boys 
are now taught at school that “an 
adder" ought to be “a nndder,* “a 
newt" “an ewt,"” “an orange” “no 
norange.” <A rather common 
source of crror is the marginal 
note, which the next scribe incor- 
porated in the text. 

Sometimes it is obvious, as when 
n theological discussion is startl- 
ingly broken by “You lic, you 
heretic!” Sometimes {t Is more 
doubtful. There are some odd ex- 
amples of these “glosses,” as they 
are called, in tho New Testament. 
When the’ Church grew more 
uscetic, four references to “fast- 
ing.” which seem not to be part 
of the original toxt,. rot in. 


A rather obvious gloss is the 
verse about the “whale’s belly” in 
Matthew. As Christ had just re- 
fused to givo o “sign,” it is not 
lkely that He would offer one of 
“precisely the same kind that He 
had refused to give. The paralicl 
passages made It clear that Jonah’s 
preaching was the “sign.” |

Compresses Relieve Sore Throats

* Mahatma Gandhi, in on article in 
his newspaper Harijan in an clfort 
to clarify the HIndu-Muslim situation, 
stated that the Muslim League's decl- 
ston at Lahore, despite stressing 
Hindu-Musiim disunity, did not make 
clyll disobedience on Impossibility. 
The Muslim resolution ' advocated 
Musiim-Hindu partition of Indian as 
the only certain way to peace, 

He admitted that the League's step 
created a baffling sltuation,, but 
emphasised that the struggle was 
directed against a foreign ruler. He 
sald: “Whatever benefit accrues 
belongs to India.” 

He ossertcd that he did not believe 
that the Muslims, when they came 
to an actunl decision, would. ever 
want vivisection. “Thelr good sense 
and self interest will deter them,” he 
said. “Thelr religion forblds obvious 
suicide, which partition would mean. 
The two-nation theory fs on untruth, 
The vast majority of Indian Muslims 
are conyerts or descendants of con- 
verts. 'They did not become a 
separate natfon when . converted. 
Hindus and Muslims. are not two 
nations.” ‘ 

Mr, Gandhi revealed: that he was 
deeply hurt: by what was now going 
on in the League’s name and warned 
Muslims against the great untruth. 
He pointed out that he thought the 
influential Muslim meeting at Delhi 
on April 17 would disapprove of the 
League's Lahore resolution.

LONDON,. Apr. 7 (Reuter).—

: ’ Main Problem 

The mnin problem Ilex in north+ 
went and south-cast Europe. 

As the “Sunday Times" puts it, the 
relation of the neutrals to Germany 
is that of threatened men, 

In north-west Scandinavia and 
Holland they see’ their ships deatroy- 
ed, their seamen murdered and thelr 
neutral waters abused with Impunlty 
but they do not dare to retallate, 

If Germany wins the war, not one 
of them will survive; yet here they 
are hardening the red for thelr backs 
by supplying Germany with iron ore. 

If the neutrals are unable to de- 
fend their interests, the “Sunday 
Times" continues, our job Is to, study 
how we can persuade them to-do 60, 

In_ south-cast Europe the position 
is different. We must help the 
neutrals to face up to Germany by 
two methods.

Paid Heavy Price In

LONDON, ‘Apr. 7 (Reuter). — 
The Finny brought down 240 
Russian machines during the 
Finnish-Sovict war declared 
Lieut.

And there she stands, at this hour 
of: battle array. She has gold re- 
serves, no doubt very considerable, 
but all destined. for shipment to the 
United States. There she willl part 
with her accumulated resources in 
exchunge for weapons of war, 


THERE is no reflection on the 

United States in this nar- 
rative. It is a concise account 
by one who has been through 
these events, told in the hope 
that it may modify criticism in 
the American continent. 

It is desirable, too, that explana- 
tlons of British policy should be made 
to the Canadian public.
